Singapore, (By Airmail). 
The large number of army and air. force buildings 
now springing up in the State has checked 
‘the current recession in the building trade. 


The Singzpore:.Chamber' of 
Commerce report for the first 
half-yenr, confirming this, 
points out, however, that despite 
this minor boom many contrac~ 
tors ure without sufficient work 
to keop their sainricd staff 
employed, ‘ 


“Ags a result there has been, o 
congisnt: flow of Singapore con- 
\trsetors to the Federation and 
‘ta a. lesser extent to Sarawak 
and the Borneo territories.” 


The Chamber report scys that 
the first half of the year showed 
ho alleviation of the recession In 
the ‘building trade. 


There were no major gavern= 
ment projects cther than the 
programme announced by the 
Housing and Development 
‘Bourd, farmed out to contractors, 
and private developers continued 
reluctantly {o procced with 
plans that had been held biel 
since the decline ty the trade 
became severe in lute 1958. 


QUALITY SUFFERED 


The. recession «vould have 
{allen far more severely on the 
trade if the absence of govern~ 

| ment and private building hod 
not been affset to scme extent 
by the very large programme 
belng undertaken by the Armed 
Forces, the report adds, 


On tho migration of con- 
tractors cut of Singayore, thy 
report says. that this has had 
the unde-trrb!e effect in the 
Federation of depressing prices 
to the extent that the’ quality 
of matevals and workmanship 
has noticeably suffered. 


Local manufacturers, such as 
the brick and tlie makers, have

A tramp brings 


Paris. 


A who sought. shelter 
in a village police sta- 
tion near Bordeaux one 
evening .recently. - has 
dealt France an enor- 
mous emotional shock 
and revived many pain- 
ful memories. 


The following day, when 
the tramp appeared in the 
local magistrates court on a 
charge of vagrancy, he re- 
vealed his identity: — 33- 
year-old Claude Stavisky. 


Stavisky? The mogistrate pon- 
dered for a moment and then 
decided to.question him more 
closcly as to his origins. Yes, 
there was. no doubt about it—he 
was the ‘son. of Alexander, 
Stavisky, the most spectacular’ 
swindler of the inter-war years, 
fo man _who, from being a pen- 
niless Russian refugee, became a 
mutti-mitlionalre in four years, 
. and who enjoyed the friendship 
and possibly the protection of 
some of France's most eminent 
politicians of the day. 


The sccondal involving the 
issue of fraudulent ‘Govern- 
ment bonds broke in February 
1934, and reached Its peak when 
Stavisicy was found dead In a 
chalet in Chamonix. The police 
wera. satisfied that he had com- 
mitted’ suicide, but others 
claimed he had heen murdered 
so as to silence him on the. sub- 
ject of his closé thes with
